Beginning at 10:20 o’clock In the fore­ 
noon the business of the convention 
proceeded in an orderly and harmo­ 
nious fashion— with the exception of 
a fist fight in the Indianapolis delega 
tion requiring the attention of the po- 
Me sentiment with respect to the sa- 


ress. 
Particularly 
this would 
have 
been the case during the delivery of 
those portions of Temporary Chair 
man Jam es E. W atson’s address re 
lating to the Taft administration, re­ 
viewing the contests in the Chicago 
convention and conve.ving his compli 
ments to the Roosevelt third party 
movement. 
Never was a crowd more 
uproarious in its approval, and the 
speaker wfas continually cheered on in 
his oratorical battle against those w’ho 
have created a split in the ranks oi 
the G. O. P. 
Mr. Watson spoke for 
two hours and forty-two minutes, and 
every moment of that time had his 
great audience wholly with him. 


The Resolutions. 


The report of the committee on res 
elutions, which wras adopted with a 
hurrah, starts off with a ringing in­ 
dorsement of the administration

Cheney, of Sullivan, Mayor Shank, of 
Indianapolis, and Charles A. Carlisle, 
a South Bend manufacturer, were plac­ 
ed in nomination. 
The ballot proceed­ 
ed to a close and it was unofficially 
noted that Durbin had received 5X5 
of the 720 votes necessary to nomi­ 
nate.
